2 College place has untold millions at its back. 
The church triumphant has taken in the 
Harmonites with their thousands of valuable 
acres, railroads, mills, and coal mines.“ 

Dr. Teed addressed his Chicago flock at the 
College of Life last night and told it of his 
victory.“ It was the fulfillment, he said, of 
a ap anges he had made eleven years ago. 

**My object is to bring the seven celibate 


.societies of the United States, said Dr. ‘Teed 


last night, into one mercantile community. 
The seven societies are the seven churches 
spoken of in the Bible. Eleven years ago I 
prophesied that in the year 1891 our doctrine 
would be promulgated from the Harmony com- 
munity at Economy, Pa. It has been fulfilled. 
I went down there early last week and had a 
talk with the two head trustees. They called 
together the nine elders and to them I talked. 
When I had told them all, explained my doc- 
trine and my belief, they voted to become one 
with me, irsand ours afeone. Some- 
time this week I will start for New Hampshire 
to have a talk with the Shakers. There is a 
large and wealthy society of them there. I 
cannot say where I will go from there. 

3 re are 500 members of the Harmonites 
community at Econumy, Pa., and they own 
over $40,000,000 worth of property. They live 
in unity. No man has a wife and no woman 
a husband. We are now in an alliance 
that will enable us to use some of that vast 
wealth in pushmg our work. I don’t know 
just what direction we will take in Chicago. 

e may open up an immense mercantile es- 
tablishment or start a great factory. They 
own a railway in Pennsylvania, large coal 
mines, and thousands of acres of land. If it 
is deémed advisable we may erect an im- 
mense home here. But for the present I shall 
devote my energies to bringing the seven so- 
cieties into one. The Chicago community has 
branches in Lynn, Mass., Portland, Ore., and 
in San Francisco. In all the members num-

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THE DISTINGUISHED ENGLISH WOMAN 
TALKS OF HER WORK IN LONDON. 


What She Thinks of Local Option and Tem- 
perance Legislation—The World's Fair 
and Sunday Closing—What She Expects 


to Do While in This Country—An Inter- 


view with Her at the Home of Miss 
Willard in Evanston, 


Lady Henry Somerset and Mrs. Hannah 
Whitall Smith, the distinguished women from 
England who have been expected in Chicago 
for several days, arrived yesterday morning 
at 10:45 over the Pennsyivania route, They 
were met at the Union Depot by Miss Anna 
Gordon, who is Miss Willard’s private secre- 
tary, and Miss Julia Ames of the Union 
Signal. The party were driven immediately 
to the Auditorium Hotel. They took lunch 
there and after a rest of about four hours left 


for Evanston. 

At 3:30 p. m. Miss Frances E. Willard and 
her private secretary, Miss Anna Gordon, 
drove up to the depot in Evanston in the fam- 
ily carriage and waited on the platform for 
the train, which pulled in five minutes later, 


bearing the distinguished guests. Then they 
drove immediately to Rest Cottage, Miss 
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Willard’s home, on Chicago avenue. Here 
they were greeted by the other members of 
the cottage circle, Miss Willard’s mother, and 
other temperance women. The children of 
the Loyal Legion of Evanston were all in 
Miss Willard’s yard, and they, too, gave Lady 
Somerset a hearty welcome. 
Talk with Lady Somerset, 

Lady Somerset is a most unassuming woman 
and is exceedingly pleasant in conversation. 
When asked how she became interested in 
temperance reform she replied: 

„That would be hard to answer. Interest 
in humanity is like a tiny seed that grows. If 
we keep our eyes open we cannot but help see- 
ing opportunities of helping some one.“ 

* What phase of temperance work in En- 
gland are you most interested in?“ was asked. 

„Every phase. I have had more to do per- 
haps with the legislative part of the work. 
England has never been waked up to the 
growing sentiment of the people in favor of 
tem perar.ce work like it was eighteen months 

in regard to the ‘ compensation clauses,’ 
They provided that a certain number of pub, 
lie houses should be closed up each year, and 
in compensation therefor the owners should 
be paid a stipulated sum by the government. 
This, it was argued by the le, was giving 
to the saloon what it never had—a right to 
sell liquor regardless of the government, The 
whole country rose up in a. turmoil, I never 
saw England roused to sucha pitch. Within a 
week the government was compelled to repeal 
the clauses and such a thing has not been sug- 
gested since. 

„will the temperance reform in England 
come through a new party? 

No, I think not. The reform must come 
and is coming the. Local 


in behalf of social purity and he will d 
in behalf of temperance. Gladstone himself 
has recently come out and made a 
firm stand, making the statement 
that ‘our present license system is 
a national calamity.’ Many districts of 
England and Wales are ready now for local 
option, and I think that the closing of the 
saloons Sunday will come immediately. Lo- 
cal option will greatly benefit England in 
teaching lessons of temperance to its young 
men. Yes, local option is one of the foremost 
topics in political matters in Engiand today, 
and I have hope of much good coming 
from it. There is a great national public 
opinion against any Sunday desecration at all. 

ven the cab-drivers never think of driving Sun- 
day. When a committee of five prominent men 
recently went to a district of Wales to inves- 
tigate the matter of closed saloons Sundays 
they were greatly surprised to receive delega- 
tions, two of which represented a working 
population of 25,000, who begged them not to 
use their influence for open saloons Sunday, 
because they do not want the temptation’ in 
their way. 

Would Have Women Vote. 


Here Miss Willard asked Lady Somerset for 
her views on the complete enfranchisement of

“Of course I believe in it,” said Lady 
Henry. A great deal of the temperance 
legislation accomplished thus far in Engiand 
has been passed largely through the influence 
of women. If they had the ballot in their 
own hands the license system of England 
would not live a day.“ 

„What do you think of keeping the World's

Miss Willard explained the attitude of the 
W. C. T. U. of America on this subject, say- 
ing that they thought all hum of machinery 
and traffic should be sto , but the art 
halls should be open, and the audience rooms 
should be supplied with the best speakers and 
good concerts. 

“What do you think of the work of the 
Salvation Army?”

THE NEW UNIVERSITY LIBRARY. 
It is another illustration of the rapid prog- 
ress which Chicago is making towards sweet- 


ness and light,” the securing of a large, rare, 
and well-stocked library for the Chicago Uni- | 
versity. By the enterprise and business saga- 
city of its President, backed by the generosity 
of the trustees, the new university will start 
off in its educational career with a library 
equipment larger than that of any of the old 
established colleges except Harvard. Even 
Yale must take second place in comparison 
with our university in this respect. 


The library which has been purchased com- 


prises 350,000 volumes and 120,000 pamphlets. 
It is estimated that one-fifth of these are dupli- 

cates, which under the contract will remain 

in the hands of the present owners, so that the 
library will acquire as the outcome of this 
purchase considerably over 300,000 volumes. 
As it stands it is eminently a scholar’s library. 

It is particularly rich in classical archzolog- 
ical works, and it includes besides large num- 
bers of valuable manuscripts; periodicals; 
Greek and Latin classics, as well as modern 
authors in these tongues; Greek and Roman 
philology and grammar; linguistic writings; 
history; artistic and scientific works; and one 
of the largest liste of dissertations in the 
world. The report of the experts who exam- 
A ined it prior to purchase declares it to be one 
* that would require many years of incalculable 
| patience and many thousands of dollars to 
bring together, and that it is a collection which 
eannot be found once in a century.

which already nearly exceed the capacity of 
its temporary quarters, and the Crerar Li- 
brary, which is richly endowed, and which 
will add another immense reference collection 
for public use. Thus in library resources Chi- 
cago takes the lead. When to this phe 
nomenal literary development are added the 
impulse which has been given to art by 
the certainty of erection of one of the 
largest and most elegant art galleries in 
the country and by the erection of artistic 
statues in our parks, and the rapid and healthy 
progréss ulready assured for music by the 
organization of Mr. Thomas’ splendid or- 
chestra, the people of this city have a right 
to congratulate themselves on its rapid ad- 
vance in all directions that make for the 
higher learning and culture, as wellas in 
those which make for the material and for the 
increase of wealth. Considering its youth 
and ite attendant want of leisure this advance 
has been simply phenömenal. The older cit- 
ies at the East, notwithstanding their age and 
unusual opportunities, must look to their 
laurels or they will speedily find themselves 
outstripped not only in population and in 
business, but in those higher achievements 


| which illustrate the intelligence and culture of 


the people. The recognition in this direction 
which has been refused so long by them 
through jealousy, if not enmity, Chicago is 
now in a situation to compel. 


WHY MR. BRIGHT SHOULD BE ELECTED 
COUNTY SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT. 

We print elsewhere a synopsis of a circular 
which has been issued in the interests of Mr. 
Orville T. Bright, the Republican candidate for 
Cook County Superintendent of Schools. It is 
addressed to the voters of the county, and it is 
signed by no less than four Superintendents, 
twenty Principals, and eight teachers from all 
parts of the county, urging his election with- 
out regard to their party affiliations. The 
signers of this circular are the best judges in 
this matter of the election of a Superintend- 
ent. They are actively engaged in the work. 
They know its needs and the qualifications 
that best fit a man to fill the place, and in 
this case they speak from experience. The 
arguments set forth in this circular are unan- 
swerable. In the first place, it is signed by 
the men who will be under Mr. Bright’s ad- 
ministration if he is elected, and they repre- 
sent the sentiment of the people outside of 
the city. It is one of the anomalies of this 
election that the voters in the city will vote 
for the election of a School Superintendent 
who ‘has nothing to do with one of the 
city schools. Under such circumstances 
the sentiment of the people and of 
the teachers outside of the city ought to 
have the highest weight in the selection of a 


candidate. The circular leaves. no room for 
doubting whom they want and it explicitly 
states why they want him. First, because of 
his long experience in ungraded and graded 
village schools as Superintendent of both, as 
a Principal of city schools, and as Superin- 
tendent of the Englewood schools, and Princi- 
pal of the high school in the same place; 
second, as the most prominent figure, after 
Mr. Lane, in the county teachers’ meetings; 
and, third, as a leading instructor in the coun- 
ty institutes, in which he has been specialiy 
successful in his work with teachers of un- 
graded district schools. This is an educa- 
tional record of which any teacher might be 
enthusiastic

AN AERIAL RAILWAY ON RUSH STREET 
TO FLOAT BONDS. 

The supply. of would-be public benefactors 
is not yet exhausted. Another band of broth- 
erly promoters has made its appearance 
which wishes to do good and incidentally to 
sell some bonds. In the wake of the Eco- 
nomic Gas company, which is yearning to 
furnish Chicagoans with cheap gas, comes the 
“Day Railway Construction company,” 
which offers to earry out the desirable project 
of connecting the North and South Side boule- 
vard systems and not to charge any one a cent 
therefor. One can imagine the delight of the 
owners of light vehicles in the North Division 
and Lake View on learning of this wonderful- 
ly generous proposition. 

But the name of this benevolent corporation 
awakens. unpleasant memories. Railway 
ustrüction reminds one of the Union 
Pacific Crédit Mobilier and of the men who 
have made fortunes out of the construction of 
other railways and of the cable roads of Chica- 
go. An examination of the noble offer of this 
construction concern justifies the fears its 
name excites. It turns out to be a would-be 
bond and stock seller and not a philanthro- 
pist. It wishes to get the right of way for an 
electric road from Evanston to Jackson 
street on the South Side, and it is anxious to 
get the use of Rush street, the only remaining 
bridge thoroughfare which is free from street- 
cars. Rush is not a wide street, and ita trans- 
fer to a benevolent construction company 
would deprive the people of its quiet use ut- 
terly. 

All that it asks for first, however, is permis- 
sion to build elevated tracks from Chicago 
avenue to Jackson street, crossing the river at 
an elevation of one hundred feet. Should the 
concern secure this much it would follow it 
up by an application for the right of way for 
the rest of the route to Evanston. Possibly it 
would want to run along the Lake Shore drive 
or through Lincoln Park. If the removal of 
the Lincoln and Grant statues enabled it to 
make a shorter cut, there would be no hesita- 
tion about applying for permission to upset 
them. Little matters of sentiment must not 
be permitted to stand in the way of the con- 
venience of the company in floating the Day 
Railway Construction company bonds. 

But the owner of North Side residence prop- 
erty may ask where his boulevard comes in. 
It will be up in the air, about as useful to him 
as the Lake street L“ road is to the travel- 
ing public. The company says that it will 
build a driveway for his accommodation on 
top of its altitudinous structure so that he 
may cross the river 100 feet above water level, 
with trains of cars dashing past him, gusts of 
winds threatening to blow him into the creek, 
and rain and snow storms buffeting him. In 
return for these alluring offers he is asked to 
give up what use he has now of Rush street 
bridge and of Rush street. 

Happily the Council cannot give away Rush 
street without the consent of a majority of the 
abutting property-owners, and they have so lit- 
tle sympathy with the bond-floating schemes 
of the philanthropic Day and his benevolent 
associates that they will be slow in signing 
away their rights in exchange for castles in 
Spain or boulevards in the air, which would 
be available only with freight elevators at 
each end. The railroad and bank gentlemen 
who have been mentioned in connection with 
this project might as well stick to their legiti- 
mate business and abandon this attempt to 
masquerade as “* benefactors of their species. 
The unappreciative North Side declines their 
remarkable charity. 


RESISTANCE TO THEFT NO SUBJECT FOR 
CARICATURE. 

Last spring the Michigan Legislature, being 
accidentaily on side issues controlled by the 
Democrats in both branches, passed a law 
providing for the choice of thirteen Presiden- 
tial Electors by gerrymandered Congressional 
districts, and also dividing the State into two 
districts, each to choose one of the Electors- 
at-Large. In 1888 Michigan went Republican 


by 22,000, and the thirteen Electors it chose 


that year were ali Republicans. It will give 
perhaps alarger majority to the Republican 
candidate next year, but the Democrats hope 
that, owing to their fraud legislation, he will 
get only about six Electors instead of thirteen, 
thus giving the minority candidate one Elec- 
toral majority in a strong Republican State. 

The Democratic papers and the Democratic 
leaders have not said one word of disapproval 
of this intended theft. They have not de- 
nounced this departure from a method of 
choosing Electors which has been universal 
since 1861, and which prevailed for many 
years before that time in every State except 
South Carolina. The Democrats have not 
taken such 4 violent love to this new method 
as to introduce it in any of their sixteen 
Southern States, where its adoption might 
give the Republicans a part of the Electors. 
They prefer evidently to keep the fraud trick 
forspecial use in States which they capture 
on side issues by accident in off years and are 
sure they cannot carry in Presidential years 
by tens of thousands. 

The readiness of the Democratic leaders to 
profit by a political larceny has put the Re- 
publicans on their guard, and they have 
charged for weeks that it was the intention of 
the Iowa Democrats if they carried that 
State next week to “‘ Michiganize” it so ef. 
fectually that they would be sure of at least 
seven of the thirteen Presidential Electors, 
even though the Republicans carried Iowa by 
25,000 or 30,000 majority, thus gouging the 
Republicans out of thirteen Electors which 
they would have if the method of election 
which is practiced in every Democratic State, 
including the sixteen Southern States, were re- 
tained. 

This Republican charge of a Democratic in- 
tention to Michiganize Iowa has been met 
by no authoritative denial. There is no con- 

tradiction of it in the Iowa Democratic plat- 
form. Gov. Boies has not denied it. The 
Democratic candidates for the General As 
sembly, the ones who will commit this theft if 
they have the power, have not repudiated the 
fraud trick. The Democratic papers and 
speakers of the State fight shy of the subject. 
Their silence is confession that they intend to 
play the Michigan fraud trick if they win the 
State Legislature and Governor. 

But while they have shown the negative vir- 


tue of an unwillingness to discuss and defend 


their contemplated rascality a Chicago Demo- 
cratic paper has the bad taste to make the so- 
lieitude of the Republicans for fair play and 
common honesty in the conduct of the Presi- 
dential election in Iowa next fall the occasion 
for wretched caricatures.

WHY THE CARPETBAGGER WANTS TO BE 
DRAINAGE TRUSTEE. 

Carpetbagger Cooley wants to get on the 
board of which he was formerly an unprofita- 
ble servant, and would there be an obstruc- 
tionist of the most pronounced sort. A few 
of the reasons why he should not be allowed 
to play the snake in the grass on the commis- 
sion are stated in an affidavit by Mr. A. J. 
Toolen and are briefly as follows: 

Cooley is a resident of Evanston and has 
been so for several years. His residence is 
wholly outside the Sanitary District over 
which the commission has authority. He has 
adopted the carpetbagger’s policy of taking 
up temporary quarters in this city, while his 
family continues to reside in Evanston. He 
does not represent any political party or po- 
litical principle, and was nominated by 
fraud, his successful competitor, Toolen, be- 
ing euchred out of the nomination. He rep- 
resents no one but himself and a few other 
would-be obstructionists who are hostile to 
the work of the board and want to hinder it 
in any and every possible way. Hence he has 
no right or title to a place on any ticket to be 
voted for at the forthcoming election for 
Drainage Trustees. 

The character of the man is exhibited in the 
setting forth of his efforts to destroy the 
board on which he now seeks a place. Ac- 
cording to sworn affidavits Cooley lobbied in 
Springfield during several weeks last spring, 
urging on members of the Legislature that 
the law under which the Sanitary District is 
formed should be wholly repealed. He had 
the sublime impudence to lobby for the abo- 
lition of the office in which he had drawn a 
good salary for domg wretchedly inferior 
work and lavishly expending the money of the 
taxpayers on the making of surveys not cailed 
for by the character of the work to be per- 
formed under the law. After playing the 
leech as long as possible he then essayed the 
role of the dog in the manger, his selfish aim 
being to prevent any one else from doing 
what he had been given a chance to do, but 
preferred to follow his own vain imaginings. 
And after having failed in the attempt to 


I abolish the act his brazen cheek is being ob- 


truded into the office he sought to destroy. 

Can any one doubt that his object in seek- 
ing a place on the board is to act as a mar- 
plot, a brake on the wheel, and obstructionist 
to the work? Is it not legitimate to expect 
that if allowed to occupy it he would do his 
utmost to disbrganize the board and hinder its 
undertaking from bemg performed? Then 
why should any one want to vote for this car- 
petbagger otherwise than to vote that he shall 
stay at home in Evanston? The necessity for 
the sanitary drainage channel is recognized by 
very many Democrats as well as by all Re- 
publicans.

Srocknorm, Oct. 28.—The Norwegian ex- 
plorer Ekroll proposes to start for the north 
pole on his new expedition in 1893. He in- 
tends to establish a depot of supplies at Cape 
Mohan, on the east coast of 8 
whence with five men and sledges so con- 
structed as to be convertible mto boats, and 
therefore useful either on ice or in the water, 
he will. strike across the sea to Peterman 
Land and Franz Josef Land, and thence direct 
toward thé north pole.

He dare not say anything 
about silver, because he hopes to be the candi- 
date for the Vice-Presidency on the Demo- 
cratic ticket next year. His silver theo 
would not be relished by the New Yor 
Democrats, and in case he committed himself 
now he would meet with decided opposition 
from that quarter in the national convention. 
He confines himself, therefore, to prohibition 
and a reiteration or explanation of his cele- 
brated speech in New York last December. 

Boies’ Celebrated Corn Speech. 

It seems that the Governor made great 
preparations in collecting the material for this 
effort. His Commissioner of Labor Statistics, 
Mr. Sovereign, was about to go away on a va- 
cation, but at the Governor’s request gave up 
that pleasure and went hard at work getting 
some data for Gov. Boies on the cost of pro- 
ducing corn in Iowa. Sovereign sent out a 
great many circular letters addressed to farm- 
ers in various parts of the State and from 
these compiled the figures which.Gov. Boies 
used m New York City. One of these letterz 
was addressed to an old farmer over in Buena 
Vista County, who replied to the queries 
therein contained. Shortly afterward he re. 
ceived an acknowledgment from Mr. Sover- 
eign of his letter with the statement that the 
figures would not do, that they were too low, 
and suggesting revision. 
farmer’s data were not used by Mr. Sovereign. 
This is what Gov. Boies said on the corn ques- 
tion in Iowa in response to the toast: Our 
New Allies in the Nortawest— What Our Farm- 
ers Have a Right to Demand: 

It is estimated by those making these reports 
that the cost of producing an acre of corn ready 
for market is 8. That the average cost for five 
years has been 33% bushels, and statistiss show 
that the average price of this corn in our local 
markets soon after harvest duri such period 
has been 22 cents per bushel, making the entire 
value of the crop when marketed $7.33, or 67 cents 
less than the actual cost of producing at market 
rates of labor. What is true of the production of 
corn in Iowa is equally true of all the great 
staples raised on its farms. 

With corn at 22 centsa bushel Gov. Boies 
will get $2.98 per acre as rental for his ground. 
According to Mr. gy ie he ought to be 
satisfied with $2.55, as that is the average 
rental value of Iowa farm land with interest 
on the investment at 8 per cent. 

Looks Bad for the Governor’s Tenants. 

Senator Allison says that 6 per cent on the 
investment is about as much as a man has a 
right to expect. Gov. Boies does not say any- 
thing about profit and loss or interest on in- 
vestment, which, according to Severeign, is 
computed at 67 cents an acre. This amount, 
added to $2.93, shows the tenants’ loss to be 
$3.60 an acre. The Governor claims to have 
gene to New York as the special champion of 
the farming classes. Itis not of record any- 
where that he has proposed or offered to share 
the enormous loss made by his tenants in 
producing corn. In fact, it is his boast that 
some of his tenants have been in his service 
four or five years. If the cost of producing 
corn was as great as Gov. Boies says his ten- 
ants would have gone to the almshouse or 
moved West to grow up with the country at 
the expiration of the first year. e has made 
money out of his tenants, plenty of it, and 
they nave been enabled to pay his most ex- 
traordinary and extortionate rent and subsist 
after a fashion. If his speech be true he 
would have been in a state of impecuniosity 
long years ago, instead of which his farms 
have made him rich. f 

But the grossest misre presentation of all 
was in this, when he speaks of the price of 
corn: In our local markets, soon after har- 
vest during such period, has been 22 cents a 
bushel.” 

Everybody with the least idea of the price 
of grain is well aware of the fact that new 
corn does not bring as much right after har- 
vest as it does when it is dry.

FOREST FIRES RAGING THROUGH INDIANA 


Farmers Obliged to Forsake Their Property 
and Fiee—Over $100,000 Loss. 

Evansvituz, Ind., Oct. 28.—[Special.|— 
The forest fire which started near Buckskin, 
a small station on the Evansville and Terre 
Haute railroad, is still raging and making its 
way rapidly toward Mackey Station. ‘The 
farmers in that section are moving everything 
as rapidly as possible, as they have no hopes 
of the flames being checked until everything 
in that locality is licked up. The greatest 
damage reported today was the destruction of

CHANGES ORDERED i MADE. 


EDBROOKE FINDS FAULT WITH inn 
WORK ON A FAIR BUILDING. 


He Says the Piles for the Government's 
structure Have Not Been Driven Prop 
erly and Orders Them All Taken Out— 
Nomination of Cottrell Approved by the 
Executive: Committee—Reports of Pre- 

“perations Being Made Abroad—Other 
World’s Fair News. 


Architect W. J. Edbrooke of the Treasury 
Department, who arrived in the city yesterday 
to look after the construction of the Govern- 
ment Building, accompanied by Superintend- 
ent of Construction M. E. Bell, visited the 
grounds and found fault with what has thus 
far been accomplished on the Government 
Building. Twenty-one piles for the founda- 
tion of the dome had been driven. They were, 
according to Mr. Edbrooke, neither large 
enough nor driven properly, and he ordered 
all of them pulled out. The contractor was at 
the same time shown the necessity for com- 
plying absolutely with specifications in gov- 
ernment work. About 288 piles must be 
driven to support the foundations for the 
dome, and the contractor was told that each 
one of them hereafter must be officially ap- 
proved by M. E. Bell. 

Mr, Edbrooke found twenty men at work 
driving piles and laying foundations. He at 
once informed the contractor that his force 
was not half large enough and that he would 
have to increase it. This the contractor 

to do; and he was reminded at the 
same time that his work must be completed 
by the middle of July next. 

Mr. Edbrooke decided that the grade of the 
building should be raised one foot to coincide 
with the established grade of the remaining 
World's Fair buildi and the work will be 
done at the expense c the government. 


COTTRELL A DEPARTMENT CHIEF. 


His Nomination. Approved by the Execu- 
tive Committee—Other Business. 

Eber Ward Cottrell of Detroit was approved 
yesterday by the Executive committee for 
chief of the Department of Live Stock. Mr. 
Cottrell was nominated for the position at the 
last meeting of the Board of Control. The 
Executive committee referred the nomination, 
with its approval, to the Board of Directors 
together with the recommendation that a suit- 
able salary be fixed upon. 

At the meeting of the committee the old 
fight between the Committee on Electricity 
and the Committee on Grounds and Buildings 
was tak —— up and discussed. The Committee 
on Electricity desires that no contracts in volv- 
ing the use of electrical’ machinery be made 
by the Chef of Construction until after the 
approval of the committee shall have been 
secured. There was a long discussion and 
final action was postponed until the next meet- 
ing, but from what could be gathered concern- 
ing the tenor of the proceedings it seems that 
whenever interests involving both the Com- 
mittees on Electricity and on Grounds and 
Buildwgs are under consideration there shall 
be a joint conference. 


WORK IN FOREIGN COUNTRIES,

British Guiana has appointed its Royal

According to a recent 
ruling of the Board of Goutal ¢ exhibits from 
the South American states are to be installed 
in the several 2 1 to which they may be 
said to belong. Surtis says in his letter 
that the special collection made by the Com- 
missioners in South America should be sim- 
ilarly installed. He asks t Mrs, Potter 
Palmer be advised of the necessity for re- 
serving sufficient room in the Woman’s Build- 
ing for such exhibits as may be contributed.

REFUSE THEM THE RIGHT TO VOTE. 


The Election Commissioners Decide the 
Cases of Women Registered. 

There were 150 women who claimed the 
right to be registered so as to vote for County 
Superintendent of Schools this fall assembled 
in the Election Commissioners' office yester- 
day at 11 o’clock, and they waited impatiently 
till 11:35, when the Commissioners went into 
session to hear their applications. When the 
board came to order Mrs. Ahrens said: “I 
am here to speak to you in behalf of affidavits 
filed with the clerk for 130 women. I make a 
demand that these 130 names be put on the 
register. books. I represent Loyal 
Woman’s Association and the Woman’s Sut. 
frage Association, many of the members being 
present. They are qualified voters and are 
now ready to take the oath.“ Mrs. Ahrens 
also presented her own name, which is on the 
registry list, but has the word „no written 
after it. She demanded ber rights as well as 
the rights of the others. 

Mrs. C. V. Waite said she had been sum- 
moned to show cause why her name should 
not be erased. then proceeded to tell the 
Commissioners what she thought the law 
meant instead of what it said. 

Mr. Parker submitted to the jud the 
names of Mrs. Tobin, Eighth Precinct, Thirty 
second Ward; Mrs. Jenks, Fifth Precinct, 
Thirty-second Ward, and their affidavits. He 
asked to have them passed upon, as he wanted 
to file them with the County Court. ‘The 
Commissioners decided by a vote of two to 
one not to allow the names to remain on the

Mrs. B. Claiborne, a colored woman, de- 
clared that she had no need of naturalfzation 
papers as she was an American-born woman. 

The regular routine of questions and an- 
swers continued until some fifty-seven women 

d been examined and their names ordered 
stricken from the record. 

Mrs. Ahrens. insisted on a decision in her 
case. She said she was of foreign birth, but 
was naturalized by reason of her father ‘hav- 
ing taken out naturalization papers while she 
was aninfant. The board decided that her 
name must be stricken off and she entered 
formal exceptions to the ruling, which were 
taken by the clerk. 

Mrs. Ahrens said the Supreme Court had 
promised to look into the case right away and 
she was in hopes of getting a decision as early 
as Friday of this week, in which case they 
could vote at this election. 

Mrs. Wakeley's Case. 

Attorney Wakeley appeared before Judge 
Tuley yesterday to have a day fited for hear- 
ing motion for injunction in the bill brought 
by Mrs. Emma Wakeley to restrain the judges 
and clerks of election of the First Precinct of 
the Thirty-second Ward from refusing to al- 
low her to vote and to compel them to give 
her credit for the ballot. 

The Judge took an interest in the move- 
ment and oo the bill through carefully. 
Then he spoke thus: 

“ I dén’t believe this bill will lie in a court 
of equity. It is not for courts to interfere in 
election matters; that is ajmatter for the Com- 
missioners and the judges of election. You 


must bring in a Jot of authorities to make me | 


believe that a chancery court has any juris- 
diction. You may. serve notice on the de- 
fendants of this motion and come in tomor- 
row. *

It is all the more necessary for the Superin- 
tendent to study those provisions of the law 
because it is notorious that at the election last 
a under the Marsh-Brennan police régime

failed to do their duty. hey transgressed the 
law and as partisans. As the officers 
under whom they served then and who are not 
unreasonably suspected of having conspired 
at the ip fractions of the law are yet in posi- 
tions of great influence in the department it 
becomes incumbent on the Superintendent to 
issue instructions in reference to the law and 
in such form that there will be no mistaking 
their meaning or their intent. 

The law itself is plain enough. The police 
officers should be made to ‘understand that 
they will have to obey it in letter and in spirit. 

Of course it is not necessary to urge on 
Supt. McClaughry that the police election re- 
turns should not be withheld from the press 
or the public as they were withheld last April 
for many days by Marsh and Brennan, and, as 
it was believed at the time, for sinister pur- 
poses. The police officers ought to be made 
to understand that there must be no attempt 
this time to overturn the decision of the vot- 
ers, that the returns should be handed in 
promptly and that the newspaper men, es 
the agents of the publicin the colleetion of 
news, ought to be informed truly by the of- 
ficers of the department as to the state of the 
polls in their respective localities. Deception 
or lying should be followed by dismissal from 
the force. Conspiracy to upset the will of the 
people ought to be treated as an unpardon- 
able sin, this time at least. A new departure 
in the department in this respect will have a 
wholesome effect, even on the hardened 
police officers held over from the last admin- 


istration.

DEMOCRATIC DRAINAGE PLATFORM. 


A Sanitary Channel Abandoned and a Sixty 
Million Ship Canal Demanded, 

Adolph Kraus, after laboring on it for near- 
ly six weeks, has given to the public the plat- 
farm on which the Democratic party is to 
vonduect its local campaign. It deals only 
with two subjecte—drainage a consolida- 
tion of the city and county governments. On 
the drainage subject Mr. Kraus is rather elab- 
orate and evidently had the assistance of his 
friends—Messrs. Cooley and Wenter. - Briefly 
put, this platform means a ship canal rather 
than 4 sanitary channel, no matter what the 
cost or the time spent in its construction. 

The Kraus- Cooley -Hurd- Guthrie - Wenter 
deep-water ship canal to the Mussissippi will 
cost 60 to 75 millions of Chieago money. 
Half that vast expense will be eaten up in en- 
larging the Chicago River and South Branch 
— pm to discharge into this ship canal 

h water for deep navigation down the 
Tilin tis River. The land damages for widen- 
ing the Chicago River will consume 25 to 30 
millions of dollars. It is to this bankra 1 
monstrous scheme that Cooley, Wenter, 
and Guthrie are trying to commit the 
cratic party of Chicago. 

Those featur@s which they favor are the ex- 
pensive crudities—it might be said absurdities 
—of the law tacked on by Joliet acting under 
the advice of Hurd and Cooley of Evanston. 
Hence we find them saying through Kraus 
that the commercial objects incident are of 
the highest public benefit, when what Chi- 
cago needs and the law provides for is a drain- 
age channel. 

But the platform, such as it is, furnishes a 
complete contradiction of the policies of the 
party in whose name it is put forth. Thus 
they say that the policy of constructing a 
channel such as is provided by the law was 
formulated under Democratic auspices in 1886. 
This doubtless refers to the Herring commis- 
sion appointed by Carter H. Harrison, which 
cost $87,000 or thereabouts, made a prelimi. 
nary report, disbanded, and was lost 4 of 
after a storm of abuse by the Cool eys and 
Guthries in those days. hatever of good 
there has been in this work was the bandiwork 
of Republicans like John A. Roche, John P. 
Wilsou, Murry Nelson, D. L. Shorey, and one 
or two thoughtful members of the old Citi- 
zens’ Association. And to say that the Demo- 
cratic party which nominated John A. King, 
Frank Wenter, Tommy Lynch, Tom Gahan, 
and R. B. Stone in a packed and purchasable 
convention in December, 1889, was capable of 
an honest, consistent, or wise method in the 
public welfare is as absurd as to say that 
Cooley and Guthrie are capable or practical 
engineers, or that Frank Wenter or William 
H. Russell know 5 whatsoever about 
the law which they are ed to administer. 

The protestations of economy in the con- 
struction of the channel find fitting and time- 
ly contradiction from the candidate for whom 
the platform was made, L. E. Cooley, who at 
the meeting in the North Side Turner Hall 
Thursday evening last said, as reported in his 
special organ: 

Some people are alarmed over the proposed 
cost of the ship canal. Ten or 15 per cent increase 
over the cost of the ditch will bear ali the addi- 
tional expenses. This, again, wili not come out 
of the neral taxation, but will be borne 
those who reap the direct advantages by incre 
value being given to their property. 

Mr. Cooley talks lightly ofmillions of which 
he will not have a cent to pay. The consis- 
tency of the candidates with the platform is 
further illustrated by the fact that, though 
Cooley supports the special assessment theory 
in his speech, his campaign committee struck 
out the special assessment plank recominended 
by the Committee on Platform. 

But the Democrats are merely trifling in 
this matter. Their platform is a weak at- 
tempt to deceive the public. A Democratic 
campaign conducted on what they call “a 
pure-water platform could not be anything 
else but a huge joke. It is almost too ridicu- 
lous for criticism.

Agreement with the Tonkawas. 

The report of the agreement made between 
the Cherokee Indian Commission and the 
Tonkawa Indians of the Indian Territory for 
the cession of their lands to the United States 
has been received at the Interior Department. 
The Tonkawas number about sixty-seven at 
present, seventeen being male adults, with 
whom the agreement was made. Under the 
guise of buying from the Tonkawas what they 
believed they owned, but in reality did not, 
the commission agreed to give them $30,600— 
$25 to be paid in cash to each member of the 
tribe within sixty days after the ratification of 
the agreement by Congress.
